(d) A copy of the siiipplng bill duly authenticated by the Customs, and 

(c) In the case of postal exports, original postal receipt In lieu of shipping hill. 

This facility will be applicable in respect of exports from the 1st April 1969. 
Applications for import licence against such exports during the quarter Aprll-June 
1969, may be made along .vith the applications in respect of exports during the 
succeeding quarter July-September 1969. One consolidated application covering 
exports during the period Aprll-September 1969 may be made so as to reach licens¬ 
ing authorities by the 31st October, 1969.
